To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff School 
District : 

I herewith submit my eighteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 25. 
The average membership was 21.6 and the percent of 
attendance was 95.2. There were 11 pupils attended 
Lisbon Hlementary School and 15 attended Lisbon High 
School. 

The enrollment in Blue School at the present time is 
16. Eleven pupils are enrolled at Lisbon Elementary 
School, 11 pupils are attending Lisbon High School and 
one pupil enrolled at St. Johnsbury ‘rade School. 

Under the Foster Child Law Landaff pays tuition for 
two elementary pupils now enrolled at Bath and one high 
school pupil attending Lisbon High School. 

Blue School building is most attractive with its new 
coat of paint. Thanks are extended to all who wielded 
brushes. Landaff is to be commended for enthusiastic 
support and participation in its many worthwhile com- 
munity projects. 

Mrs. Bedard completes her fifth year of teaching at 
Landaff this year. Her work is well done. The children 
establish good work habits. Neatness, accuracy, good 
grooming and politeness are but a few of the traits in 
evidence at Blue. 

The new fire doors and the fire extinguisher add to the 
safety and protection of the children at Blue. The front 
entrance needs some attention, this to be accomplished in 
the near future. 

The Scotland School was advertised for sale last 
summer. ‘The offers received were low and it seemed wise 
to hold the building awaiting a better offer. 

The school budget is about the same as offered last 
year. In many communities budgets are increased as much 
as 10%. By practicing good economy we hope to run the 
school well on the proposed budget next year. 

Your School Board wishes to invite all parents to 
visit Blue School and Lisbon School, see your children at 
work and attend the activities in which they participate.
